Bro.  S.  G.  Warden  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  Master  Masons, 
praying  for  a  Dispensation  to  establish  a  Lodge  at  Stantonsburg,  Edge- 
combe county,  under  the  title  of  Joseph  Warren"  Lodge;  which  was 
read,  and  the  prayer  thereof  granted. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  examine  the  commu- 
nications addressed  to  thi^  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report: 

The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  communications  received  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  since  its  last  annual  commumcation,  beg"  leave  in  part  to  report: 
They  have  examined  the  many  communications  referred  to  them,  and  find  them 
mostly  to  consist  of  tlie  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United 
States  and  the  communications  of  the  signature!?  of  the  different  Grand  Officers  of 
several  Grand  Lodges;  in  which  they  see  nothing  of  moment  particularly  deserv- 
ing the  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Peimsylvania  of  March  and  June,  1825,  which  they  now  present 
the  Grand  Lodge.  They  likewise  present  the  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama  of  last  January,  relative  to  Neal  Smith,  for  the  consideration  of  this 
Lodge.  Your  committee  having  no  knowledge  of  the  facts,  deem  this  the  best 
disposition  of  the  subject  they  can  make.  They  also  offer  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Lodge  two  letters  from  the  Lodges  of  Sharon,  No.  78,  and  Charity,  No.  78,  and 
a  letter  from  John  Kelly  and  Henry  Y.  Houze;  as  also  a  letter  from  Brother  M'- 
Bride  Prestly;  a)l  of  which  they  respectfully  offer  to  the  con.sideration  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  The  communication  of  Lafayette  Lodge,  Onslow  county,  relative 
to  the  Circular  of  Bro.  Daniel,  and  tlie  communication  from  Charity  Lodge,  No, 
78j  Windsor,  relative  to  Bro.  Slade,  they  have  not  yet  sufficiently  considereu,  sc^ 
as  to  make  any  report  thereon.

On  motion,  the  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylva- 
nia of  the  28th  March  last,  was  recommitted  to  the  same  committee,  with 
instructions  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  meeting;  and  that  relative  to 
the  erection  of  a  monument  over  the  grave  of  our  deceased  Bi  otljer 
George  Washington,  to  the  committee  of  Correspondence  on  that  sub- 
ject,  appointed  at  the  hist  Grand  Annual  Communication. 

IiesoLved,\T[\2l  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  be  informed  by  the  Grand  Secrc- 
^?irv,  in  answer  to  their  communication  of  January  21,  A.  L.  5325;  on  the  subject 
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af  Neal  SmUh's  expulsion  from  Friendship  Lodge  in  1816,  that  there  are  in  the 
archieves  of  this  Grand  Lodg-e  no  records  of  said  expulsion,  and  this  Grand  Lodg-e 
cannot,  therefore,  act  knowingly  on  the  subject;  but  that  this  Lodge  do  not  with- 
hold any  assent  which  they  can  properly  yield  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
.T.odj^e  of  Alabama,  in  restoring  Neal  Smith  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry. 

i  he  letters  from  Sharon  Lodge,  No.  78,  and,  Charity  Lodge,  No. 
78,  relative  to  their  both  bearing  the  same  number,  being  read,  it  wa& 
ordered  that  the  said  Lodges  retain  their  present  numbers. 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  Bro.  Colin 
-^'Iver,  made  the  f(»llowing  report,  which  was  concurred  in: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  Brother  Colin  dr- 
iver, report:  That  it  appears  from/  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
1823,  that  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Brothers  Wm.  Boy  Ian,  Colin 
Wlver  and  Thomas  Cox,  to  contract  for  the  engraving  of  a  suitable  plate  for 
printing  diplomas  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  contract  for  the  printing  of  the 
same,  v»'ith  power  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  necessary  sums.  Said 
committee  have  never  reportec^  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  thoug-h  it  is  stated  by  brother 
MMver  that  he  was  authorised  by  said  committee,  and  did,  in  September,  1824, 
contract  with  Mr,  Fairman,  of  Philadelphia,  for  such  a  plate,  at  the  price  of 
§215  75;  that  he  left  Philadelphia  w^hen  the  same  was  nearly  completed,  and  di- 
rected it  to  be  sent  to  him  at  Fayetteville,  though  he  has  never  rciceived  it,  nor  has 
lie  ever  heard  from  it  since.  It  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  account  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  that  Brother  M'lver's  draft  for  the  said  sum  of  money  has  been 
paid;  so  that  the  Grand  Lodge  have  paid  §215  75  on  9th  September,  1824,  for  a 
plate,  which  we  have  never  received.  It  is  the  ojsinion  of  your  committee  that 
this  delay,  or  this  loss,  which  ever  it  may  turn  out  to  be,  has  been  caused  by  the 
neglect  of  some  person;  and  they  entertain  the  opi!uon  also  that  unless  the  plate 
has  been  exeeuted  and  shipped  to  order,  and  then  lost  at  sea,  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
should  compel  the  person  who  may  be  responsible  to  account  with  them  for  tlie 
said  sum  of  §215  75,  or  el?e  to  deliv<?r  the  plate  executed  in  such  manner  as 
was  coatracted  for  with  the  com.mittee  of  this  Lodge;  and  to  this  end,  they  recom* 
mend  to  tne  Grand  Lodge  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  Brotliers  W.  H  Haywood,  Bei\j.  A.  Barham  and  A.  J.  Lawrence 
be  appointed  a  cpmn)ittee  to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  loss  or  delay  in  for^ 
warding  the  plate  purchased  for  this  Lodge  in  Philadelphia  in  1824;  and  that  said 
committee  be  authorized  to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  advisable  for  the 
recovery  of  the  said  plate,  or  its  value  hpretpfpre  advanced  by  this  Lodge.

On  motion,  ordered  that  the  Grand  Secretary  issue  notices  to  such 
Lodges  as  are  in  arrears  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  stating  the  amount  due 
by  each,  and  informing  them  that,  unless  the  said  arrearages  shall  be 
paid,  the  rule  which  induces  a  forfeiture  of  their  Charters,  will  be  en- 
forcetl. 

Tlie  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Grand  Annual  Comniunication, 
to  examine  the  proceedings  and  accounts  of  Camderi  Lodge,  No.  63, 
and  demand  the  Jewels,  Books,  Papers,  Furniture,  &c.  of  the  same, 
were  discharged;  and,  on  motion,  ordered  that  Bros.  Charles  Ken- 
ny, Isaac  N.  Lamb  and  Wm.  J.  Hardy  be  authorised  to  receive  the  a- 
bove  mentioned  articles  from  said  Lodge,  and  deliver  them  to  the  Grand 
Secretary.  , 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until 
Wednesday  evening  next,  at  7  oxlock.
